Subject Matter: Typical presentation 
topics include original research 
regarding magic lanterns, slides, 
showman, showmanship, show re- 
enactments, and newly created shows. 
For 2022, we’re especially encouraging 
performances using Magic Lanterns, 
shadow puppets, projection mapping and 
related performances involved in light 
and shadow work.

1. To establish an organization of persons and 
entities interested in the collection, possession, 
conservation, restoration, and maintenance of 
Magic Lanterns, Lantern Slides and related 
material.

interested person or entities. 

3. To coordinate research, catalogue material and 
disseminate all information about the history, 
uses and development of the Magic Lantern and 
Lantern Slides. 

4. To promote exhibition and shows of Magic 
Lantern equipment, Lantern Slides and the 
known methods of use in as historically accurate 
a manner as possible. 


Source Material: Presenters are encouraged to 
use original source material, i.e. original lantern 
slides projected using a magic lantern, in a 
manner appropriate to the historical nature of the 
slides. If reproductions or copies of slides are 
used, that should be clearly stated. 


The Society recognizes the difficulties and 
hazards of traveling with original source 
materials over long distances. If a digital 
projection method is proposed, presenters are 


strongly encouraged to incorporate a few 
original sides into their presentation to 
illustrate original format, quality, colors, 
and special effects, as compared to the 
digital images. 


Time Length: Length of presentations 
vary by type of presentation. Generally: 
¢ Performances and events are 10 to 50 
minutes with extra time available for 
setup. 

¢ Workshops are 90 minutes (we’re 
soliciting workshop presenters on (a) 
Performance and (b) Lantern and Slide 
Repair). 

* Research and academic presentations 
are 20 minutes with 15 minutes for 
Q&A. 

* Longer and shorter presentations will 
be considered based on the overall 
convention schedule and the subject 
matter proposed. If you propose a longer 
presentation, please Include the proposed 
length of presentation.

Hello Chi Yin 


There can be several 
possible reasons for it not 
focusing. Are you using a 
frosted type lamp in it? It 
should be a point source as 
closely as possible. Ideally 
these days a LED source. 
What focal length lens are 
you using? A long focal 
length, say greater than 12”, 
is intended for large public 
halls and probably could 
not be made to focus in a 
regular size room. You could try removing 
the objective lens and holding it in front of 
the light beam and move it further away 
toward the screen. If it focuses on your 
wall/screen then, you will find how far it 
needs to be from the slide carrier. It could 
also be that someone has dismantled the 
objective lens assembly and put it back in 
the wrong order. The front lens should be 
a pair of lenses cemented together, the rear 
should be two lenses separated by a spacer 
ring. Try them in different orders and see 
if that helps. 


Do let me know how you get on - I may 
have other suggestions.

Help Making Lantern Work

Hello Rob 


Thank you for contacting us. What sort 
of illuminant do you have? Ideally these 
days a LED lamp is considered the best 
by many people, or quartz halogen also 
works well. Do you have the correct 
lenses in the correct places? Could you 
send me a couple of pictures of your 
lantern? Then we may be able to offer 
more advice. 


That is a very long focal length lens - 
meant for a big hall. If you could focus 
it at all in a small room you would get a 
rather small picture. Halogen lamp bulbs 
or covered lamp inserts at around 40W 

- 50W at 120v_ are available at Home 
Depot, but you would need a holder of 
some sort to plug it in. Maybe H Depot 
might have something suitable.
